The latest suggestion appears to be that rather than making wholly new 
adventures, Amblin will adapt old scripts from the Sixties and Seyenties and 
revamp them with a Nineties feel. While this would solve the problems facing 
those worried about whether or not American-style Who should be considered 
canonical, it allows the whole concept of re-makes to rear its often ugly head. 
In the movie biz re-makes are, by and large, often considered inferior to the 


originals. Certainly in the fantasy genre only the 1978 version of Invasion of 


the Body Snatchers leaps to mind as an example of a wholly successful re-inter- 
pretation of a black-and-white classic. 

Will The Tomb of the Cybermen, Fury from the Deep or The Krotons transfer 
well to Nineties techniques and sensibilities? Certainly, looking at our presen- 
tation of The Web of Fear in the telesnap archive, I seriously doubt that partic- 
ular story could be improved upon. 

If treading the re-make path is Amblin’s intent, then it becomes imperative 
to keep an open mind (something we should strive to do anyway) and see what 
emerges. We may yet be in for an exciting new version of Doctor Who . .

The Intelligence reminds 
the Doctor of its defeat at 
his hands in Tibet. A note 
of triumph enters its voice 
as it claims it now has the 
Doctor trapped. “So that's 
why you brought me here," 
the Doctor concludes. 
“Revenge!” 


Correcting him, the Intell- 
igence continues to hiss, a 
strange mist-like substance 
emanating from the Prof- 
essor's mouth. It points out 
that the Doctor's mind is 
superior to that of all other 
creatures — and it is his 
mind that it wants. 


It tells the Doctor it has 
invented a machine which 
will drain all the past 
knowledge and experi- 
ences from his mind. The 
rocess will not kill him, but 
leave his mind as empty as 
that of a new-born child. 


The Doctor is outraged to 
learn that if he refuses to 
submit willingly, then his 
companions and many oth- 
ers will be used instead. 
Anne is relieved to hear

Frustrated at the lack of 
pos ve response, the 
ntelligence grabs Victoria, 
giving the Doctor twenty 
minutes to decide before it 
harms the girl.

Impervious to her cries of 
pan, the Intelligence leads 

ictoria along a tunnel and 
towards a distant rhythmic 
bleeping. Victoria's plead- 
ing with ‘the Professor’ 
continue to go unacknowl- 
edged. 


Lethbridge-Stewart snaps 
at the increasingly agitated 
Evans when the Welshman 
suggests the Doctor should 
immediately give himself 
up to save all their skins. 
The Doctor reassures 
Evans that he will surren- 
der himself if he cannot 
find an answer. 


Attempting to placate the 
outraged Jamie, the Doctor 
tells him that Victoria will 
be his responsibility, and 
that they will both have to 
look after him if he does 
indeed survive the experi- 
ence with the mind of a 
baby. 


Jamie, Evans and the 
Colonel prepare to search 
the building. The Doctor 
and Anne are left to contin- 
ue tinkering with the 
sphere's control box. 


Jamie begins to guess at 
the Yeti's means of access 
to the fortress. His strate- 
gies are soon dismissed by 
the Colonel, who has 
learned from bitter experi- 
ence that attacking the 
creatures is useless. 


However, motivated more

The 
Welshman is convinced 
that one of the two men is 
the traitor the Intelligence 
referred to. 


Jamie insists that the trai- 
tor must be the absent 
Chorley, as he maintained 
all along. 


Lethbridge-Stewart casual- 
ly dismisses Evans' suspi- 
Cions and leaves him 
guarding the corridors out- 
side the Doctor and Anne. 


A Yeti armed with a deadly 
web-gun stands guard over 
Victoria and the pallid 
Professor Travers. 


Victoria begs ‘the Prof- 
essor' to let her go but she 
is met only by a stony 
silence. Suddenly she 
becomes aware of a whis- 
pering voice all around her. 
It tells her there is no 
escape, and that it will 
show itself in good time. 


It releases its mental grip 
on the Professor, who col- 
lapses on waking from his 
trance-like state. 


Rallying himself, he leads 
Victoria in an attempt to 
escape from the platform. 
They are intimidated into 
retreat by the savage roar 
of a nearby Yeti. 


The Doctor's control 
sphere once again res- 
ponds to its homing signal 
and makes its way towards 
the door. 


However, on activation of 
the amended control box, 
the sphere begins res- 
ponding to the instructions 
the Doctor and Anne relay. 
The control box is clearly 
effective, but only at short 
range. They now have only 
twelve minutes to repro- 
gram the sphere to obey 
their verbal commands. 


"Do we go on or turn 
back?" asks Lethbridge- 
Stewart as they edge along 
the tunnel. 


Jamie tells him they should 
go on, but only after an 
assurance from the Col- 
onel that he really isn't the 
traitor in their midst. 


They continue their еу 
in an atmosphere of mutual 
mistrust. Jamie comes 
across a small square of 
lace-edged linen - it is 
Victoria's handkerchief. 


Professor Travers is 
relieved to hear from 
Victoria that Anne is well. 
He finds it difficult, howev- 
er, to share her confidence 
that the Doctor will find a 
last-minute solution. 


They are alerted by a 
sound in the tunnel — it is 
the wounded Sergeant 
Arnold, cautiously avoiding 
the gaze of the Yeti. 
Whispering carefully, Trav- 
ers asks him to get back to 
HQ and tell the others 
where he is being held 
captive with Victoria. 


When Victoria plaintively 
moans that they could 
have gone with him, the 
Professor needs only to 
point out their ferocious 
guards ... 


. .. before she soon for- 
gets all thoughts of 
escape. 


The control sphere rolls 
along the ground and 
between all obstacles to 
enter the operations room. 


The Doctor follows it to dis- 
cover Evans standing on a 
chair. “Don't shoot!" he 
implores, before the ner- 
vous Welshman explains 
that he felt standing on the 
furniture would give him 
better aim at the object. 


The Doctor gives a demon- 
stration of the voice control 
he can now exercise over 
the sphere. "Once we get it 
inside a Yeti," he explains, 
"we'll have a powerful ally!" 
The prospect of this trick 

operation serves only to fill 


Lethbridge-Stewart and 
Jamie encounter Sergeant 
Arnold, who tells them his 
experience with the fungus 
brought on a bout of amne- 
sia. He remembers, how- 
ever, to tell them of his 
encounter with the Prof- 
essor and Victoria. 


The Doctor and Anne's 
quest for an active Yeti to 
experiment on meets suc- 
cess. They prepare to 
switch on their control box. 


Alone in the operations 
room, Evans is unprepared 
for the return of the Col- 
onel, Jamie and Arnold. 


He tells them that the 
Doctor has gone to Warren 
Street Station to find a 
Yeti. However, the illumi- 
nated map indicates that 
the station is falling to the 
fungus. Lethbridge-Stewart 
and Jamie leave Evans to 
dress Arnold's wounded 
head. 


“Do you think it's mutat- 
ing?” enquires the Doctor 
of Anne, his scientific 
curiosity getting the better 
of him in the face of the 
horror ahead. 


Increasingly worried, Anne 
turns around to see the 
Yeti rearing up in their 
path.

Walkers private jet. However, unknown to them, the jet was to be 
used as a getaway plane by Fitz-Walker's men who are busy stealing 
weapons secrets from a nearby nuclear arsenal. 


As the title would suggest it is clear that this adventure takes 
place after the television story The War Games. In The War 
Games, the Doctor was captured by his own people, the Time 
Lords, and for breaking their laws he was sentenced to exile on 
Earth and would be regenerated into a new body. For the 
moment however, although exiled, the Doctor’s identity 
remained unchanged. The TARDIS is referred to but not seen 
and the Doctor is seen to be a resident at a “swanky London 
hotel” where he is overjoyed to be free of the cramped TARDIS 
quarters and its artificial food!

The Doctor tells the other scien- 
tists that it is the Mark of the Blenhim, a race of evil warmongers 
who ravaged the galaxy, 

The Doctor realises that Cartwright must be a descendent of one of 
the refugee Blenhim victims and attempts to shock him back to con- 
sciousness by recounting his own battle with the Blenhim Master 
Race. 


The cover story of the Daily Record newspaper is a feature on 
the Doctor with the headline, ‘Time and Space Traveller 
Residing in London’. 

We learn that the name of the Doctor’s hotel is the Carlton 
Grange. 

Despite evidence to the contrary in previous comic strip adven- 
tures, it is clearly established in this story that the Doctor is an 
alien and not of human origin. No doubt the writer, Roger Noel 
Cook, had paid heed to the facts that were revealed in the closing 
episodes of The War Games. 

The Doctor uses ‘thought-transference equipment’, (which the 
contemporary Earth scientists have immediately to hand), to 
recount his recollections of the Blenhim Master Race to 
Cartwright. The logic of this method of reviving Cartwright 
seems a little dubious as it was the Blenhim mark that put 
Cartwright in the coma in the first place. 

The Doctor’s account of his clash with the Blenhim is told by 
means of flashback. When confronting the Blenhim leader, the 
Doctor uses his “famous laser-ring” to destroy а monument, a 
device which he apparently took from the Cybermen in a previ- 
ous adventure. i 

To arrange the convenient destruction of the Blenhim Master 
Race, the Doctor contrives for them to fly their spaceships into 
their planets sun by instructing them to “fly due east.”
